This had been done 
by peaceful trade in’ which the pen had its 
aart—by the Hudson's bay and the 
North-West company-—and when the police 
came to take possession of this country fot 
Canada they were prece eded by inissionaries, 
who were commisioned to inform the Indians 
as to the object of their coming, and the ne- 
cessity for the use of the sword was pre- 
vented. QOne half of the race, the women, 
had never used the sword, but by the pen 
many eminent women had contributed large- 
ly to the civilization and improvement of 
the world. Heclaimed the steam engine, 
the telegraph aud the other triumphs of 
modern civilization as having been rendered 
possible,or actually accomplished, by the pen. 
Time was called before the speaker conclid- 
ed. 

J. A. MeDougall, leader of the negative, 
said that the sword and pen were so inti-
